We take this means of informing our customers that if we are not able to fill the many or- 


ders for coal we have on our books, it is through no fault of ours, for our shipments of coal which 
are arriving daily have been commandeered by the Lowell Fuel committee and turned over to our 
competitors, the Lowell coal dealers. 


Last spring we.felt that there would be a shortage of coal before the cold season would be 


over and wo acted accordingly. 
That is, we purchased a sufficient quantity of coal to satisfy the 


needs »f cur numerous customers during the winter months and thai meant the investment of a 
large sum of money. The result was that when the shortage was first felt in this city we had about 
4000 tons of coal which we were endeavoring to deliver to our customers as fast as possible, con- 
sidering the scarcity of help, while several of our competitors had empty bins staring them in the 
face. 


Through the lack of foresight on the part of othar coal dealers and their failure to order their 


supply in advance, we were forced to sell what coal we had on hand to the general public in order 
to prevent a calamity. 
A few days ago the remainder Of our order of coal began to arrive in 


this city but our consignments had been commandeered by the Lowell Fuel committee and up to 


date over 25 cars containing about 40 tons each have been consigned -In other dealers, and.this 
is coal that we had bought and paid for. 
Our s upply is gradually going down and consequently 


we will be Tweed to cancel the majority of our orders. 


We issue this statement to assure our customers that it will not be through any fault of ours 


if the orders we have on our books are not filled, and we hope that the coal dealers of Lowell will 
benefit by the lesson given them this winter and that hereafter they will be more provident.

In the municipal council seems to be 
the great object of most of the can- 
didates who seek election, and it is 
the talisman which induces most of 
those who are elected to cling to the 
office like barnacles to the keel of a 
ship. 
Under such a charter as we 


propose, the salary would not bo the 
main inducement and hence men of 
ability and experience would seek elec- 
tion in order to benefit their city who 
would never think of getting into a 
scramble with some professional poli- 
tician whose sole aim is to get the 
salary. 
Let the salaries be made 


nominal no that the man who enters 
the municipal council can't rely upon 
It entirely for support. 


With a council of fifteen, every word 


in the city would be represented and 
moreover such a body would surely 
have a sufficient number of business 
men to direct the city's affairs 
with 


sound judgment and along linr.s of in- 
telligent 
economy 
and 
progress. 


Here, then, is a principle that should 
be followed in framing1 any new city 
charter. 
Bo not make the salary so j 


high as to attract the men ~\vho make 
a business of politics and who if elect- 
ed will sacrifice the city's interests to 
build up political machines to per- 
petuate themselves in office.

FUNERAL OF GEN. B. F. BUTLER

(By Tha Associated Press.)— Constant- 
iue Diarnandi, Rumanian minister, who 
was arrested Sunday by the Bolshevik 
government, will be released tonight. 
Ttus decision Mr. Zalkilid, assistant to 
Foreign Minister Trotzky, informs Tha 
Associated Press, was taken at a meet 
ing °f tne council of peoples commis- 
saries and after the diplomatic corps 
had protested to Premier Lenine. 


Diplomats went to the Smolny insti: 
tute late this afternoon, and were met 
at the entrance by the premier's per- 
sonal guard of soldiers, workmen and 
sailors. 
They were escorted to the 


premier's private room, American Am- 
bassador Francis in the lead. Premier 
Lenine spoke in French. The confer- 
ence lasted four minutes and was car- 
ried on behind closed doors. The diplo- 
mats left under the impression that 
nothing definite had been accomplished. 


Premier I^enine is said to have ex- 
plained that he realized the imprison- 
ment of M. Diaraandi was a breach of 
international law, but declared it waa 
ainst a similar 


breach on the part of Rumania in ar-

Diamandi was arrested at the Ru- 
manian legation 
dviring 
the dinner 
hour Sunday. A group of Red Guards, 
headed by an officer, demanded and re- 
ceived admittance to the legation when 
they informed him that he was under 
arrest. At the same time they "arrested 
Lieut. Klray, attached to the Rumanian 
military mission. The prisoners were 
permitted 
to take with 
them 
their 
personal attire and they were taken 
away, presumably to the fortress of 
St. Petar and St. Paul. 
At midnight, the Red Guard returned 
and arrested Col. Pallada, head of the 
military' mission, -who was not present 
at the time of the first arrests. 
Though explanations 
of the arrests 
were not obtainable officially, 
it was 
reporter! that the prisoners were ac- 
cused of counter-revolutionary plots in 
connection with the disarming of Bol- 
shevik regiments on the Ukraine and 
Rumanian- fronts.

Our supply is gradually going down and consequently 


we will be forced to cancel the majority of our orders. 


We issue this statement to assure our customers that it will not be through any fault of ours 


if the orders we have on our books are not filled, and we hope that Hie coal dealers of Lowell-will 
benefit by the lesson given them this winter and that hereafter they will be more provident.
